Fielding to the 1 Journalistic world 
was royally celebrated last night at 
the Rltz-Carltou llotel. Over three 
hundred guests were assembled, in- 
cluding Sir Wilfrid Laurier, many 
ex-cabinet ministers and all the pro- 
minent Liberals In Montreal. Ureat 
enthusiasm was exhibited by all, es- 
pecially when Sir Wilfrid arOse to 
answer the toast ot "Our Cause." 

The dinner was excellent In every 
detail. The faultless way in which 
everything was exectttcd and the 
general success of the banquet was 
largely due to the energy of Mr. W. 
stcadman, a recent graduate ot Mc- 



After letters and telegrams had 
been read from any many prominent 
membera ot the party, all wishing 
Mr, Fielding every success in his now 
undertaking, Mr. R. C. Smith rose to 
propose the toast of "Our C.ue.'it." 

.Mr. Fielding, he said, had had a 
distinguiahed career, flrst as a jour- 
nalist, then as a statesman, lie had 
been Finance Minister for flfteen 
years, the lôngest record of any Can- 
adian finance minister. 

In replying to the toast, .Mr. Field- 
ing said that this welcome was most 
pleasliiK to hlin. In his extensive in- 
tercourse with Montreal men of both 
parties he waa pleased to find that all 
seemed glad he was re-entering the 
Held of Journalism. He then went on 
to dlisruss the recent defeat of the 
Liberal party. Hp could not believe, 
he said, that that defeat was due en- 
tirely to reciprocity, 

lie had always been a great be- 
liever in advertising, owing to his 
early training In newspaper work, 
and spoke In fat^}■^,«t advertising 
Canada to the Oid P^ownlry. He also 
dwelt at some length on the subjerts 
of the tariff commission and corrup- 
tion at elections, lie made a stirring 
appeal to men of all parties to rise 
and wipe off the atain upon our na- 
tional honor caused by corrupt elec- 
tions. On resuming htif seat Mr. 
Fielding was given a great ovation. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier rose lo reply to 
the toast of "Our Cause." He com- 
menced by saying that though he 
was not as young as he used to be he 
certainly felt as energetic and youth- 
ful as he had for many years. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier soon plunged 
Into the new Liberal platform, the 
liifih rout ot living. He said that 
while the cost of living had gone up 
alamingly, there waa also a great 
amount of unemployment all through 
Canada ; there would be much suffer- 
ing this winter among the poor. The 
effect of the American reduction in 
tariff, he said, was In draw nur milk, 
cream, sheep, hogs. etc.. to the other 
side and by the law of supply and de- 
mand this naturally raised prices on 
this side. 

Mr. Fielding, he said, was un- 
doubtedly doing a great thing for the 
Canadian press in taking charge of 
the Dally Telegraph. That, however, 
waa not where he liked to see Mr. 
Fielding. He wanted him back on 
the floor of the House.

One thing may be aiticised in connection widi this Meet and 
ttiat is die fact Uiat die results of the competition were not fordicom* 
ing sooner. The blame for diis cannot be laid at the door of die 
MeCill team as dieir scores were reported immediately after die 
•hoot. Mii^t we suggest diat in die future a litde system be em- 
idaycd. 

WILLIAM PITT 

Mr. Basil Williams, who has just issued a biography of "Wil- 
liam Pitt, the Great Commoner," has chosen a great theme, and 
litated it in a manner becoming the choice. As the dominating fig- 
ure of Europe in die middle period of die eightcendi century, die 
dder Pitt had but one rival, and of these two men, allies in à mo- 
mentous conflict, die more celebrated by literary portraiture is Freder- 
ick of Prussia. The bibliography relating to the Earl of Chadiam 
is naturally immense, but the many authorities for his life and times 
have not hitherto been assembled for the purpose of a study so com- 
prehensive as the one now perfected by Mr. Williams. Utilising 
both published and hitherto unpublished records, the author has 
covered the widest possible ground of reference to his subject, and 
yet preserved a due economy and proportion in handling his mate- 
rial. He has not drawn a new Pitt, nor even given to the states- 
IMr's image die freshness diat is lent by die vision of art. His work 
is a careful and conscientiously>designed historical narrative; not a 
Jilerary tour de force. The facts of die narrative, which are suffi- 
cient for diat end. supply die drama. As Mr. Williams tells diem, 
jdiey will serve die need both, of the political student and also of die 
inmance-loving "general reader." 

It would be difficult to add to die reputation of Chadiam as 
ihesaviourof his country, but Mr.. Williams has, without shading 
the picture of the Empire-builder, laid more stress than is common 
to text-books treating his period on the nation-maker. While estab- 
lishing a world-wide dominion, die Great Commoner, like the Em- 
peror also called Great, had the higher glory of consolidating a peo- 
ple. Pitt was die first imperialist: but he was also die first demo- 
aalic statesman. He made die former role subserve die latter; and 
it is worth remembering diat in an age which, as compared widi out 
0WI. knew only the rudiments of popular representative Govern- 
ment, he drew his strength not, as the custom of political leaders 
then was, from control of Parliament, but from the large mass of 
citizens. In the height of his prestige he had a following of the 
people wider than was owned by Mr. Gladstone ; for the people in 
Chatham's case meant not a class but the nation. Like Cromwell, 
Pitt saw no incompatibility between serving domestic needs and mak- 
ing die name of England respectable in Europe. 



Dr. Starr Jordan Defends 

United States Colleges 

'America'a Wittiest Professor** Contrasts British and American 
Systems Before English Audience 



— Dr. David SUrr 
Jordan, pmldent ot Leland Stan- 
ford Junior Uatvenlty, CalUomla. 
who li often called "Am^tca'a wit- 
tiest professor," gave an address at 
Blrkbeck College recently on "The 
American University." John W. 
Gilbert, chairman of the educational 
comittee ot the London County Coun- 
cil, presided, and Vr. Btair, principal 
educatloa oflicer, was present, toge- 
ther with a crowded and appreciative 
audience of London county council 
teachers. 

Or. Jordan, who indicaetd that he 
was not^golnv to (ive a aet address, 
Init rather to make some ruaniag 
eoaments and contrasts, said that 
there were a great many kinds of uni- 
versities In America, but the basal 
fact about them was that, as Emer- 
son said about America, they signl- 
«ed "opportunity." They were, flrst 
of all. Institutions for teachinc, not 
for eiamtning. There was no rela- 
tion between examination and higl» 
education whatever. An examining 
university vas a farce. 

One of the results of trying to 
adapt education to the needs «f the 
people was the discovery that what 
was best for one nan was not best 
for another. Men had a vast variety 
of minds, and It was not for a board 
of education to say that this or that 
Study was more valuable than an- 
other. That fact led them in America 
to the démocratisation of education. 

"Top Hnu" aad "Overalls" 

If they took an American university 
and compared the clossioal and the 
commercial students they would find a 
preponderance of good scholarships on 
the side of the men who were working 
for praetieal ends. Mr. Moseley once 
said that an Sngllsh university gradu- 
ated men In top hats and gloves, and 
that an American university graduated 
them in overalls. If the only thing a 
university was going to do for a man 
was to fit him for a continuous wear- 
ing of top hats and gloves It was not 
much good.

years to get a Master ot Arts degree. 
To get an M. D. degree It took longer. 
When he, the professor, graduated doc- 
tor ot medicine in ISTB it vras quite 
easy, because they did not need to 
know anytliing about medicine. 
"B^cterion" was a term not known 
outside the Greek dictionary. Mi- 
crobes lias not l>een Invented to 
frighten an overfrightened world. 
They knew nothing of the advanced 
medical knowledge ot the present day. 

Next Dr. Jordan outlined the 
growth ot the great universities ot 
Harvard. Tale and others, and point- 
ed out how they had been influenced 
by the German educational desire for 
thoroughness, and by the action of 
Senator Morrell, who brought In an 
aet to give to each state a certain 
amount of land for the founding of 
universities at which agriculture and 
mechanics were to be taught, as well 
as Greek and Latin. In England they 
appeared to put a tax upon education, 
which kept it In the hands of gentle- 
men who could appreciate it; men of 
leisure. In America education, and 
the highest form of education, was 
open to all men who were able to ap- 
preciate it. because they were men of 
business. There was absolutely nu 
use in the American university for 
those who did not go there for busi- 
ness. The wealthy young man who, as 
in England, wanted to go to a uni 
verslty for social purposL-s and In or 
der to put a pass degree in his but 
tonhole would be sent to a fashion 
able sanatorium. 

And here he would 1ll<e to say that 
degrees had never been sold In Am 
erica by any recognised educational 
body. It was true that so-called Am 
erlcan degrees were offered for sals In 
England, but they had no foundation, 
and no value in America. Such of- 
fers were simply swindles. He wish- 
ed to say, fair and square, that no 
American university had sold any de- 
grees that were recognised In or out- 
side pedagogy, lilxoept by the police. 

Reference was sometimes made to 
the marriages that took place between 
men and w^omen at American universi- 
ties. His experience was that rarely 
did they take place before 34 (which 
was not too early), and he had yet to 
find more than two such marriages 
which were not • ' '.r runked with the 
\ory best type of inuri laBCS. He be- 
lieved that was one of tl^e advantages 
nf mixed education. A young woman 
was not excited on seeing a young 
man for the first time. A young man 
did not look upon a young woman 
as a complete novelty.
